He 
walked with his eyes fixed on the 
ground, and his companions spoke 
not a word, all being too deeply 
affected fer utterance, Later, when, 
in accordance with the terms of 
surrender, we proceeded to Yahutsui 
village, General Stoessel addressed 
us as follows:—‘Matters have gone 
against us. We are very sorry to 
have been compelled to surrender to 
the Japanese, but we must acknow- 
ledge the kindness of the latter, in 
guaranteeing the security of our lives 
and possessions, and according us 
honourable terms. In parting with 
you, I thank you all for your brave 
and persistent services, I beg of 
you not to raise any objections, in- 


1 
dividually, to the terms of surrender 


which I have signed with the Japan- 
ese, I alone bear the blame of the 
whole transactiou, God bless you 
all abundantly” The General then 
made a round of the hospitals-and 
comforted the sick and’ wounded, 
On the day of the transfer of the 
forts and batteries, the Russians 
sounded trumpets as a signe! for the 
Japanese to approach, When the 
transfer was over, all the Russian 
officers were formed into a line, and 
a roll was taken, The Japanese 
commissioners then asked all the 
officers desirous of taking the oath 
to make three steps forward, The 
officers. who complied with these 
instructions then took the oath and 
shook hands with the Japanese. A 
little afterwards the officers now at 
Nagasaki were taken toDalny, whence 
they embarked for Japan. They. 
added that when they caught sight 
from on board ship of the flags of 
the Rising Sun flying over the forts 
at Port ‘Arthur they felt such deep 
emotion that they were quite unable 
to speak a word. 

The last sentence is istareaque, 
but its literal truth may be doubted. 
Ib is distinctly stated. that the 
Japanese, with that chivalrous 
feeling and tact which they have 
displayed throughout, did not hoist 
their flag over Porb Arthur as long: 
as General Stdssel could see iti Ibis 
pleasant to see that the Russians 
speak in the highest terms of their 
enemies, and were filled with ad- 
miration of the quiet and orderly 
way in which Port Arthur was taken 
over, 
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On the other hand, it is pleasant 
to see that. General Nogi bears 
testimony to the absolute correct- 
ness with which General Sté:sel 
acted at the last. There has been 
some complaint that the Russiacs 
blew up their ships, sent away 
their torpedo-boats, and destroyed 
as much property as they eéuld 
after they proposed to surrender. 
General Nogi, however, declares that 
Japan has no ground for complaint. 
“Though negotiations had been 
opened, it was uncertain whether or 
nob an amicible settlement would 
be arrived at. He was therefore 
quite within his rights in destroying 
warships or other Russian property. 
It should be added that when the 
terms were signed, the Rusian 
officers sent telegrams in every 
direction to stop further action of| 
this kind, and that the terms were 
duly observed.” 


One very serious point the “ Japan 
Daily Mail” draws attention to, und 
that. is the. extraordinarily small 
number of Japanese prisoncis found 
in Port Arthur. There are only 16 

rvivors of the blocking ships, 
though it was believed that a 
great many more reached 1nd n1 
were secured by the Russians, There 
are eleven survivors of the Press 
steamer Hanyei Maru, which was 
sunk by the Russ'ans in March last. 
‘These men were non-combatants in 
the strictest sense, and notbivg can 
justify their detention in prison for 
‘over nine months, even if the Rus- 
sians had any right to sink their 
steamer. There remain, as we have 
already noted, only ninety-six so!dier 
prisoners, two officers and ninety-four 
rank-and-file, “ Is it ccnceivable that 
these represen’ the whole number 
captured by the Russians throughout 
the long course of a siege which in-

Reuter informs us that Russia 
has complained to the Powers of 
China’s violations of neutrality. To 
us who are on the spot and have 
seen how constantly Russia has 
disregarded China's neutrality when 
it smted her; how she has made 
Chefoo a base for communication 
with Port Arthur as well as for 
obtaining supplies, until the rigour 
of the Japanese blockade it 
unprofitable for junks to continue 
in the business; how constantly 
she has violated the neutral territory 
west of the so, irawing, thence 
. also large supplies for her forces at 
Mukden ; how she has maintained 
branches of her intelligence and com- 
missariat departments at r- 
hai; this Sects of Base 
rather amusing. But the complaint 
is, of course, made with a purpose. 
In the circular to the Powers, it is 
added that Russia must now look 
after. her own interests, and what 
this really means is, that she must 
have a naval base for her Baltic fleet 
on Chinese soil. She had thought of

AMERICA AND THE 
CARIBBEAN.

Mr. Arcuratp CoLquHoun in 
his “Greater America” puts the 
dilemma in which the United States 
has stood towards the Monroe Doc- 
trine and les of Europe thus: 
“She (the United States) is either in 
the position of sanctioning action on 
the part of Europe which may lead 


to a direct violation of the pandiples 
of the Monroe Doctrine, or she must 
assume herself the task of keeping the 
recalcitrant States to the fulfilment 
of their obligations. In the latter 
case she must become either a debt 
collector and board of correction, or 
an international bankruptcy court.” 

No one with any idea of what the 
Monroe Doctrine means to the or- 
dinary American could have had any 
doubt as to the course which must 
ultimately be taken. Indeed long 
before Mr. Colquhoun’s book was 
written, any one acquainted with the 
circumstances might have foretold 
that sooner or later the very thing 
which has now come to was in- 
evitable. The wonder is that it has 
been so long delayed. Naturally, to 
‘a people who pride themselves on 
their own freedom, anything: savour- 
ing of interference with the liberty 
of others must arouse resentment in 
certain sections. But for this, the 
spectacle of South American” Re- 
publics one after ancther repudiating 
just claims, in the hope that the in- 
terest. which their powerful neigh- 
bour took in all thin; rtaining to 
the New World would be a sufficient

Tur attack made upon Mr. Foord 
on account of his pronounced 
sympathy with Japan has not in 
any wise deterred him from re- 
iterating his expressions of sympathy 
in the “Current Comment” with 
which the December issue of the 
“Journal” opens ‘The cccasivn 18 
the suuouncement of the Annual 
Dinner of the Association, which 
was to be held on the 12th ult, and 
at which Prince Fushimi was to be 
a guest. “The members of the 
Association,” siys Mr. Foord, “are 
fully prepared to extend to Prince 
Fushimi a cordial welcome, not only 
for his own sake and for the dis- 
tinguished services he has rendered 
to his country, but because he 
comes as the representative of a 
+ and friendly Power which is 
Eghting, at enormous sacrifices to 
itself, the battle of our trade and 
our civilisation, equally with that of 
its own.” Mr. Foord goes on to say 
that the Association is substantially 
aunit on this p int, and the pre- 
ponderating weight of public opinion 
in the. U.S. is on the same side. 
He notes, to condemn, Mr. Carnegie’s 
opinion that Russia has nght on 
her side, though why anyona shanld 
y especial attention to Mr, 
‘arnegie’s opinion on a matter of 
this kind we do not see, “The 
American people,” Mr, Fooid says, 
“do not at all share Mr. Carnegie’s 
extraordinary delusion that a Rus- 
sian rather than a Japanese victory 
would be beneficial to the world at 
large, and to this country in parti- 
cular. They are perfectly well aware 
of the deliberate intention of the 
men who direct Russian policy to 
provoke the present war, and they 
regard as merely puerile the Russian 
plea, which Mr. Carnegie echoes, 
that Japan attacked Port Arthur 
before war was declared. With 
every disposition to be just to 
Russia they regard her successive 
defeats as being not only part of the 
penalty which she has to pay for a 
goreromental system which is as 





corrupt ag it is arbitrary, but as a 
guarantee that thé ‘fature of Eastern 
Asia shall be developed a'ong the 
lines of Japanese p ogress rather than 
of Muscovite autveracy.”. Mr. Foord 
goes of to.argue: ia the fillowing note 
that “Russian success in the present 
war would be nowhere so profound a 
calamity as in Russia itself” While 
Japan is fighting primarily for her 
own existence, she is also fighting 
that the Russian people may have 
the civil and religious freedom which 
all other Western nations enjoy, and 
which the triumph of the reac ion- 
aries in Russia, who brought on the 
war and are urging its continuance, 
would postpone for another genera- 
tion. 

Another note'refers to “the curi- 
ously venomous at'ack made on the 
work of the Association and the 
personal accusations made against the 
econdnet of that work by its Secre- 
tary.” The attack was made in the 
“New York Commercial,” the person 
quote! as the ‘main authority for is 
being Mr. Arthur E. Dowler, of the 
firm of Arnhold, Karberg & Co. The 
tone of the attack may be judged 
from the fact that Mr. Dowler was 
represented as accusing Mr. Ford of 
misusing the funds of the Ascocin- 
tion, and it is even suggested that 
“he received a commission from the 
restaurateur on the gross receip's for 
the annual dinner and the periodic 
banquets.” Mr. Foord has no trouble 
in answering the charges, and he 
does this at greater length than they 
seem to us 28 onlookers to be worth,

There is a very interesting article 
on “The Gold Standard in China,” 
being the Report of the Commission 
on International Exchange. It con- 
tains a summary of the work done by 
Professor Jenks in China,$and his 
discussions with Chinese statesmen 
and officials, and proofs of the favour 
with which his plans were regarded 
by commercial sesociations, foreign 
and native, and experienced ‘foreign 
residents in China, The two follows

‘there is every reason to believe that the

Still lurger steamers are now being 
ilt, in Great Britain and in Ger- 
many. Brunel's Great Kastern has 
been surpassed; but forty years 
elapsed between her trial trip and 
the launching of another steamer 
rivalling her dimensions, Her great 
fault was want of power; with 
modern engines she might have 
been sull running successfully. 

Whe contract for the building of 
the Minnesota and her sister ship 
the Dakota was given out early in 
the spring of 1900, as we learn from 
the very interesting paper, full of 
plans and photographs, read by the 
architect of the vessels, Mr, Charles 
R. Hanscom, at a mecting of the 
Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers at New York 
rather more than a year ago. The 
Minnesota was launched on the 16th 
of April 1903, and she starts on her 
first voyage from S-attle nearly 
four years after the contract was 
made for her construction. The 
reasons for this delay are not hard 
ty find. At the place at which they 
were built, Groton, on the ‘Thames 
river, opposite New London, Con- 
necticut, there was no shipyard in 
existence four years ago; there was 
only an old  ubandoned railway 
terminus, with a brick round-house 
standing. The rest of the plant: 
ad to be created for the purpose, 
and Mr, Hanscom gives a very in- 
teresting “account of how this bare 

jiece of Jand was converted into a 
shipyard with all the most modern 
and vp-to-date appliances, just to 
build two steamer. Naturally, this 
added enormously to their cost, which 
was about forty per cent more thaa 
it would have been in England.

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Minnesota and Dakota cou'd have 
been built at Belfast in about one- 
third of the time and for little more 
than half the money actually ex- 
pended on them. Mr. Hanscom says 
in his pamphlet: “ Everything about 
hor is much larger than anythin, 
workmen in this country have been 
accustomed to handle. The long 
beavy beams, frames, plates, castings, - 
the heavy riveting andl great heights 
at which'the men were required to 
work, all seemed to influence them 
in a manner detrimental to rapid 
progress. We had men whose 
ability to accomplish smaller work 
was known, bat when engaged here 
could “not take hold of a piece of 
work without assistance. This was 
noticeable on launching day, as man 
of the men, unaccustomed to sucl 
work, were very nervous and 
somewhat afraid. ‘The pioneer in 
all undertakings does not mike 
the same apparont headway as those 
who come Ther him. We have been 
the pioneers in the construction of 
merchant steamers of over 20,000 
tons in this country, and in the con- 
tracts which we placed with outside 
firms for castings, ship fittings, etc., 
were met on every hund by: .‘We 
have not beer wccustomed’ to ouch 
heavy work, and will require to 
consider it on entirely new lines,’ 
I may say that, when one endeavours 
to purchase all these fittings in 
America, he meets with many who 
are solcitous to supply his wants, 
without uny knowledge of the re- 
nirements of large merchant work. 
Like the workmen, they require to 
‘be educated, and in so doing valuable 
time is lost and the shipbuilder con- 
siderably annoyed.” 

In the modern liner, built to carry 
cargo and passengers, the whole of 
the hull, as far as possible, is given 
rp to cargo; the masts, of which the 
Minnesota has four, bave become 
merely derricks, and the pasyenger 
accommodation is almost entirely in 
the houses on deck. The Minnesota 
has what is practically a three-storied 
hotel built on her uppcr deck, and in 
this excellent. accommodation is ° 
provided for 253 first-class pa sengers. 
We have called it a hotel, but, as the 
“Seattle Times” remarks, we: have 
now passed the stage of floating 
hotels, and a vessel like the Minnesota 
is a floating town, her total pa-senger 
capacity being 253 first-class, 68 
intermediate, and 2,400 steerage, and 
she carries a crew of 250. When she 
is full then, she will have a popula- 
tion of very nearly three thousand, 
‘To feed them, she will carry 250 tons 
of stores. To keep the twin-screw 
engines and all. the subsidiary 
engines going, she carries 6,195 tons 
of coal, and her ballast tinks hold 
5,072 tons of water; and in addition 
to all this, ue holds will take about 
30,000 tons of » The ngers

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the best Atlantic liners, and this 
provision inclades a laundry with 
washing machines, mangles, stare 
kettles, dry room, and all pertaining 
thereto, sufficient for the require- 
ments of steward’s department and 
There are, of course, 
rating chambers for the 
ship’s provisions, and for refrigerated 
cargo.

‘The special correspondent of the

Concerning Missionary Work. 





Our little city of somo tens of thou- 
sands is situated on the Grand Canal, 
about two hours’ ride by steam Inunch 
from Chinkiang. We are in the contre 
of a rich farming district, and, being 
also in the stream of trafic from the 
north on this great highway of Chinese 
commerce, aro peculiarly well situated 
for effective missionary work, the im- 
portance of which is being recognised. 
Within the past year Dr. Evans and 
family, and throo indies of the Southern 
Baptist Mission, have come to reinforce 
their work at this point, which had 
previously been represonted by Mr. 
Pierce and family alone. Tho Mothodist 
Episcopal Mission has now stationed M 
Trindle and family at this place, travs 

ing the Rev. W. C. Longien to 
‘Chinkiang. ‘The China Inland Mission 
regular working force in Yangchou at 
present consists of the Rev. J. Saunders 
and family, Mr. Orr and family, two 
Indies in regular evangelistic work, and’ 
three Indies in the training home for 
ladies. In this training homo there are 
at proso:it ni Indies, representing 
almost every civilised nation under the 
sun. This number is constantly changing, 
new parties coming while the others! 
who have been there for a longer or 
shorter period are sont ont into the field. 

Tho importance of mission work here 
is emphasised when we think of the in- 
fluence that goes out from thie place as 
asort of centre. It is said that Yang-

The hotel- 
keeper who had jised him as this 
servant, decided to profit by the affair, 
and ordered that the Laoyeh’s goods be 
secreted and he be told that the servant 
had sbsconded with them. The latter, 
however, was not so easily duped, and 
is roturn, discovered the trick of 
the hotel-keeper, whose place of business 
is now closed, waiting the return of the 
goods and money stolon, with tho aidi- 
tions “squeeze” customary in such cases.

#ROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
Tokio, 8th January. 
Port Arthar, 

The eapitalation of Port Arthur camo 
to the ordinary people as a bolt from the 
blue, but it was not unexpected in well- 
informed circles here. The first inkling 








officially announced early on the morning 
of the 2nd inst., and was circulated 
through the length and breadth of the 
country with lightning rapidity. The 
gind tidings still continues to exhilarate 
Tokio and celebrations are held every 
day. But these demonstrations have 
Dorno striking evidence, if any more 
‘woro needed, of the innate refinement of 
tho nation, although the Now Year’s saké 
had beon in the ascendant during the 
holidays. There. bas beon no exulting 
over foes, who have been compelled to 
surrender after eleven months of gallant 
defence. 

The Consequences of the Capitala- 

tion. 

I notice that the highest authorities 
here it @ gross error to speak 
of Manchuria en bloc in dealing with 
the internation: status of the provinces. 
Manchuria was partly leased to Russia 
and partly included in the neutral zone 
or buffer territory. In. other quarters, 
the regions between the Yalu and the 
Shaho have beon already occupied by 





the Japanese army, but the remainder 
is either occupied ‘by the Russians or 
is not relative to the war. Meanwhile, 
on the surrender of Port Arthur, which 
centre of the Russian political 
and military arrangements in the Far 
East, Japan has obtained the’ right to 
administer Liaotung. It is now time 
for Japan to consider and enforce steps 
for Russia’s leased land and also for 
Chine’s territory included in thie zone of 
operations. In view of the fact that Man- 
cburia is included in the zone of war, 
though it belongs to China, it soems 
difficult for experts to apply international 
land to the administration of that region. 
There is no clause applicable to Man- 
churia even in the Hague Convention of 
1899, which represents the latest regula- 
tions with respect to land campaigns. 
The right and obligation of the occupants’ 
army in regulating the enemy's ter- 
ritory are stipulated in the same 
mation, but there is no clause 
providing for the caso of hos! 
in a neutral torritory. Therefore Japan’s 
present steps in Manchuria or measures 
to be taken in the fixture will constitute 
many new precedents in international 
law, and Japan may afford a good sub- 
ject before the next Hague Conferenc: 
having to do with conditions which w 
unexpected in 1899. As for Japan’ 
administrative right in Liaotung, it must 
be remembered that Russia had fortified 
hor leased Iand and been unconditionally 
enforcing her administration there for a 
long time, and it has been now re- 
occupied by Japan by force of arms. 
This being tho capture of the Russian 

ht of ocoupation, Japan may be 
said to have superseded Rnssian 
ownership of the peninsula and is 
able to apply to it the Haguo stipu- 
lations of 1899 regarding’ military 
administration in the enemy's territory. 
With regard to the unleased territory 
Manchuria, it is noticeable that th 
Japanese Government, at the opening 
of the war, promised the Chinese 
Government ‘not to encroach upon 
China's territory or appropriate there 
any Japanese right other than that 
required for military operations. 


‘The Recall of the Armada, 

The important nows of the recall of the 
Baltic Fleot seoms to be a very tangible 
result of the Japanese capture of Port 
Arthur, According to a Yokohama, 
English paper it moans that Russia has 
abandoned all hope of assuming the com- 
mand of the sox for the time being, and 
that international commerce may tran- 
quilly proceed in full confidence of Japan's 
benovolont naval superiority. Tt does 
not mean, of course, that Russia hi 
abandoned the hope of ultimately sending 
out a stronger fleet to retrieve the fiascos 
of her past and present squadrons, but, 
as wo have before pointed ont, officiont 
flects are not to be purchased at 
Whiteley’s or elsewhere ready-made, but 
are necessarily of a very slow and painful 
growth. - Personnel, training, teamsrork, 
and esprit de corps mean years and years 
of preparation, and no hastily gathored 
squadron, no old Black Sea ships, how- 
ever well they may count up on paper, 
will weigh in the scale against a really 
effective fleet, even although the latter 
may not take such high paper rank. 
Therefore this recall may be considered 
a step that assures Japan's com- 
mand of the sea for a matter of 
years, This should be cause of general 
‘congratulation among foreign shippers: 
and merchants. On Japan's side, there 
is not likelyto be so much jubilation. 
‘The navy of this country never feared 

























































the Baltic Fleet, and evon went out 
searching for it, Perhaps their quest wil- 
even yet not be all in . On the puy 
gilistic principle of defiance “ One down, 
‘another come up,” Japan was quite will- 
ing to serve this second and this third 
‘squadron as sho had served the first, and 
so relegate Russian revanche to the still 
more dim and distant future. But now 
she must be consoled with the reflection 
that her successes have made the Rus- 
s shrink from further encounters and 
have dealt Russian credit a blow in the 
“solar plexus” that will affect her much 
more than Russian naval credit, 

The Prisoners. 

‘The prisoners received by the Ja} 
Commission totel at 24,369, whereof 
300 are the naval officers aud men. 
dove figure is less than the firstrough 
estimate. The other night Baron Sone, 
Minister of Finance, is said to have 
telephoned to Count Katsura, Premier, 
very briefly and curtly: “ Forty thou- 
sand.” “ What is forty thousagd ?” the 
Premier asked. The Finance Minister 
repliod: “ Forty thousand is forty thou- 
sand.” “Does forty thousand” mean 
the number of the prisoners from Port 
Arthur?” “Yes, you. are quite correct.” 
The Finance Minister seoms to havo 
himself to be overtaxed to 
receive 8o many prisoners, the authorities 
concerned being already’ perplexed how 
to deal with a few thousand of prisoners 
now in Japan. Strict instructions havo 
been issued to ensure the safety of tho 
Russian officers and officials, includin, 
Gonetal Bideeel, who sre to be paroled 
home by way of Nagasaki, 

‘The Tokio Bureau of the Prisoners’ 
Intelligence has recently received a con- 

igument of fifty-three packages from 
the Russian Bureau. Tho packages con- 
tained presents from the Czarina to the 
Russian prisoners in Japan, consisting of 
books and cigarettes. After consultation 
with the higher officers among the Russian

the Japanese authorities to the 
different asylums by train.

The address read by Ad- 
miral Togo, amidst denfoning cries of 
banzai, was as follows: “Iam deoply 
touched by the highly eulogistio manner 
in which your Mayor has referred to the 
part which, under the influence of His 
Imperial Majesty’s illustrious virtues 
and in cooperation with the brave Invest- 
ing Army the Combined Fleet has played 
during the past ton odd months in des- 
stroying the enemy at Port Arthnr. Ishall 
strenuously endeavour to face the enemy 
with continued vigilance and exertion, 80 
to be able to carry out the Imporial 
wishes and deserve your courtesy.” 
Obituary. 

Dr. Julius Seriba died on the 3rd inst. 
The proximate cause was inflammation of 
langs, complicated by an abscess of the 
liver.

‘The Rassian Fleet. 

Now that we havo positive news of the 
Aestruction of tho Rassian ships at 
Port Arthur by the fire from 203-Metre 
Bill, the opinion is gaining ground hero| 
that the Baltic floot will nevor make its 
way to the Far East. On paper, of 
course, it is superior in strength to the 
Japanese navy even now that all hope of 
‘assistance from the Port Arthur fleet is 
gone; but apart from the dificulties pre- 
sonted by the impossibility of obtaini 
any other basos than Viadivostock, ani 
the coaling question, it would appear, 
from accounts which roach us from 
Raseia that the vessels aro manned by 
agricultural Isbourers’ and officored by 
inefficient cavalry officers. With regard 
to the North Sea outrage, the Russian 
Admiralty has issued a supplementary 
statement in whicl dmitted that 
during the firing two Russian cruisers 
wore fired at and one was hit five times, 
and that a chaplain on board received 
injuries from which ho subsequently died.

Happily the Smithfield Club is not 
suffering from the lack of support which 
the Royal Agricultural Society is ox- 
periencing, and which renders it quite 
probable that—for a timo at all events— 
the last of the Royal shows has been 
held. The cattle show which has been 
held in the Agricultural Hall at Islington 
this woek has been visited by thousands 
daily in spite of much rain and gloom. 
The King came to town from Sandring- 
ham specially to visit it on the opening 
day, and was rewarded by making a 
record capture of prizes. He failed, it | 
jis true, to take the coveted champion | 
cup for the best beast in the show. 
That was won by a heifer of Lord 
Rosebery’s, which had previously carried 
all before it at the Edinburgh show; but 
the ex-Promier not had bred her himself 
and thus the King was enabled to 
‘secure the next best priso—one which is 
often coupled with the other—that for 
the bost beast bred by the owner. In 
addition his Majesty carried off the 
Champion Plate and the Challenge Cup 
for the best pen of sheop, and the 
Champion Plato for the best pig in 
the show. That most usefal section of 
the show, the “ block test competition,” 
grows year by year in favour; but in 
this his Majesty did not prove successfui. 
This is perhaps another proof that the 
animal which makes the best 
when alive, doos not always “kill” the 
best.

9th Decomber, 
A Grandlose Exhibition. 

The most grandiose exhibition of 
antomobiles since the Salon was first held 
ton years ago in a temporary building in 
the garden of the Teileriee instond of 
io its present splendid quarters, the 
Grand Palais, was opened, this morn- 
ing, by the President of the Re. 
public, The exhibitors number fifteen 
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hundred, Thongh the show is professedly 
international in character, it .is overe 
whelmingly French, the rest of the 
nations being nowhere. England 
particularly poorly represented. There 
are only two really English firms, and they 
‘are the Wolseley and C. 8. Rolis md Co. 
‘The latter, which has at its heal, the 
Hon. ©. 8. Rolls, so well known for his 
racing exploits in the motor world, 
bnilds an all-British car that combines 
the chief points of Continental make: 
Tho groat French arms of Panhard, 
Renault, de Dion, Mors, Gardner-Serpollet, 
etc., aro handsomely installed inthe great 
nave of the Palais. Generally spenking 
there aro no great improvements or 
novelties to be seen this year. The sole 
exception is a compressed-aic brake fitted 
to a German Mercedes car, for which 
great advantages are claimed. However, 
its precise use in motoring may be open 
to doubt. The main object is to bave 
machinery so simple that it can be worked 
by aman who is not an engineer. The 
compressed-air break is admittedly @ 
delicate contrivance. 


A Dramatic Death. 


Paris has been surprised and shocked by 
the sudden death, under dramatic ciroum~ 
stances, of M. Gabriel Syvoton, one of 
the best-known metropolitan doputies, 
A fow weoks ago, in the midst of a stormy 
debate on the question of delation, or 
denunciation by spies in the army, M. 
Syveton struck the Minister of War 
(General André) « sounding blow on the 
cheek. It was apparent from his de- 
meanour that M. Syveton, who was 
thirty-five, whilst the Minister is border- 
ing on twice that age, had gone to the 
Chamber with the express purpose of 
“inflicting chastisoment” as he called it 
upon General André. Ho was suspended 
from the House for thirty sittings which 
expired yesterday, and to-day ho was to 
have appeared before the Assize Court to 
answer for the assault. As he acknow- 
ledged and, indood, boasted, of his preme- 
ditstion, it is almost certain that his 
punishuent would have been severe. But 
yesterday afterioon he died, asphyxiated 
it was suid, by guses from a stove, Ho 
remained in his library all the morning 
and when his wife went to call him to 
lunch he was found lying unconscious 
‘on the floor, poisoned by coal-gas. 
Ono recalls the death of Zola and his 
wife, poisoned in like’ manner, two 
yours ago, ‘Tho sensation of the hour, 
however, is the accusation, covertly 
mude in certain Nationalist papers, that 
M, Syveton died neither by accident nor 
by suicila but as the result of a crime 
committed by the Freemasous. ‘There 
is, indeed, a certain mystery about the 
whole affair but circumstances poiut to 
accident rather than any other theory. 


The Man and his Methods. 


‘The deceased deputy was of a types 
violent and ill-balanced in his political 
judgtaents, which is sufficiently common 
npon the benches of the Right in the 
Palais Bourbon, He was a University 
professor and has written with » certain 
authority on historical subjects, but 
the,exercise did not teach him modera- 
tion or respect for tradition, when it 
camo to a question of actual conduct. 
He allied himself with the extreme wing 
of the Nationslist Party which is re- 
markable for the ineoherency of its pro- 
gramme as well as for its implacable 
hatred of the presont occupants of place 
and power. His action was of that species 
of political Hooliganism which found ex- 
pression in the assault on the President 











































































of the Republic on the race-course at 
Anteuil soon after his election to his-high 
office. 
M. Rodin and the “Beaux Arts.” 
‘As most people know, there are two 
picture-salons held in the Spring in Paris. 
‘The one known as the “Société Nationale 
des Artistes Francais” is the official 
“ Academy” which has existed a hundred 
years or 80; theothoris the “Salon des| 
Beaux Arts,” an off-shoot of the former 
and of comparatively recent growth, The 
president of the new Society is M. Carolus- 
Duran, a painter of distinction. He has 
just been appointed by the Minister of 
Public Instruction and the Fine Arts to 
the important post of director of the 
Villa Médicis, or French Art School in 
Rome. That leaves a vacancy ia the 
presidency of the “Beaux Arts.” The 
greatest interest is being taken in the 
election of a snecessor. ‘The most likely 
candidates, already vice-presidents of the 
Society, aro M. Alfred Roll, and M. Rodin. 
M. Roll is a painter of the new school, 
strong, coarse, vivid, and large in his 
manner ; al for the suffrages of the 
members and associates is the greatest 
sculptor of modera times, M. Rodin. He 
has gone quite away from accepted 
thoories on the subject of the plastic 
arts, and his marble is living, and powerful, 
and’ sensuous. In whatever fashion he 
sees life he depicts it with his marvellous 
chisel. His work has been mora criticised 
than that of any living artist, but 
no sculptor of the present day has been 
able to express the very secrets of 
Natura as ho does, often, as it scems, 
with a few ill-considered strokes of the 
mallet. Should he ocenpy the position 
of President of the “Beaux Arts,” he 
would worthily sustain the prestige of 
such giants as Meissonier and Puvis de 
his penultimate predecessors. 


‘The New Year’s Card, 

Customs die harder in France, perhaps, 
than in any other country, notwithstand- 
ing the claim of logicality in overy rola 
tion of life. Thus, the sending of 
ing cards, bearing Now Year's wishes, 
through the post to one’s friends -and| 
relations, which is generally acknowledged 
to be a great weariness to the flesh of 
both sender and recipient, still survives. 
in spite of the efforts of reformers. Even 
President Loubet has had to acknowledge 
himself beaten in an attompt at relief. 
Last year he decreed that there should 
be no more cards sent to the Elysée, but 
he ha now received a depuration of 
printers, who told bim that the abolition 
of the practice would bring distress to 
members of the Caxton fraternity.

Thus a complete company from the 
Opéra-Comique is sent into the utter- 
most regions of Paris, where it gives a 
series of representations from its réper~ 
toire in the theatres of the quarter. 
‘Those experiments have been attended by 
the happiest:results, and nothing is more 
charming than to see the enthusiasm 
with which the French working classes 
greot the ertistes and listen with the 
keenest attention and appreciation to 
the operas. 

M. Antoine's “ King Lear.” 

‘Tho theatrical event of the week has 
been the King Lear of M. Antoino, which 
synchronises with a remarkable Shak 
pearéan revival in Londen. M. Antoine, if 
he fails in giving us a very striking King 
Lear, at least has won our com: .ymn- 
pathy with the beauty and fidelity of the 
production. For it must be noted that 
the tragedy is translated literally and no 
attempt has been made to mitigate or 
change, in the slightest detail, tho 
Shakespearean form. In ordes.to provide 
for a continuity of action, M. Antoi 
draws @ curtain whilst the scenery 
being changed; and the actors wait in the 
proscenium to proceed, without interrap- 
tion, with the dialogue. It is admittedly 
A groat feat for a foreign artiste to at- 
tempt to play the English dramat 
is still groater that he should concern 
himself with the minuti of the play #0 
that the Boulevards may know for once 
the true and inward Shakespeare, instead 
of a distorted image of him seen in the 
mirror of the French’ playwright. M. 
Antoine, in many respects the foremost 
actor in Paris, certainly tho most prius- 
taking: and conscientions, contemplates 
giving the othor chefs @euvre of thi 
mortal bard, which he will alternate with 
Schiller and certain of the groat masters 
of drama in the world. [t is an am- 
bitious and courageous attempt. worthy 
of every success.

St. Luke's Hospital, 
Shanghai, 6th January, 1905. 


Dear S1z,—I am writing to ask the 
of the Municipal Council for St. Luke’ 
Hospital. 

Our report for the yar ending 15th 
September, 1904, shows that wo troated 
681 pationts in the wards, and gave out 
30,734 prescriptions to out-patients who 
came to our dispensary. We also vac- 
cinate all who apply to us, including the 
people in the villages near Shanghai 

Since our last report we have opened, 
‘on the 26th of October, our new buildings, 
so that we now have two hospital build- 
ings, oue out-patient building, and a new 
building for the Medical School. Not 
only have we put up new buildings, but 
our operating-rooms are model ones, up- 
to-date, and thoroughly equipped with 
the best instruments, sterilisers, and ap- 
paratus from England, Germany, and 
America. We have doubled the number 
of beds and quadrupled our efficienoy. 
My colleague, Dr. Jefferys, is now »' 
home, and he will bring ont more msterial 
to fit us fully fo meet all requirements.

‘Mr. Wo, Superintendent of nurses. 

We have increased our number of 
nurses, dressers, and attendants. Our 
Medical School turns out good men for 
our own aud other work. Four of our 
graduates have gone to South Africa as 
doctors for the Chinese labourers, getting 
for their services £300 a year and their 
board and lodging. 

‘Our mereased efficiency entails a great 
additional expense, and our bills for food, 
coal, gas, electric lighting, wages, and the 
upkeep of our institution are doubled. 

We have expended moro than Tis, 
30,000 for our new buildings and equip- 
ment, and we are not able to meet all the 
demands upon our income. 

‘We treat Inrge uumbers of the Indian 

and native police force, and employees of 
the many other departments of the 
Municipal Council.

CHINESE 
ANTI-FOOTBINDING 
DEMONSTRATION. 





The grest Chinese demonstration 
against footbinding on Saturday was an 
unqualified success. There was already 
crowd round the door of the Town 
Hall at two o'clock, and although seats 
had only been placed for'a little over 
800, there were so many coming: and 
going at the back of the room, and at 
fimes so many standing, quite 900 must 
have attended. Mr. Shén Tur-ho, Tao- 





tai, Direotor of the Shanghai-Nanking 
Railway, presided and his opening speech, 
in which he advocated that a ‘Tien Tau 


Enginwer and Surveyor. | Fiai gisi’ school he started in Shanghal 
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to serve as a model for Tien Tsu Hui 
schools throughout the Empire, was 
listened to with the closest attention and 
concluded amidst loud applause. Perhaps 
Gt was out of Chinese courtesy that the 
other most applanded spenkers were Mr. 
Cornaby and Mr. Darroch. Mr. Gordon 
Harding’s good nows of a vigorous 
unbinding movement, now started in 
Kansu by means of the placards and 
tracts sent to him the-e by the Tien Tsv 
Hui Socioty, was alsoreceived with hearty 
exprossions of satisfaction.

THE BUND TRAGEDY. 


Public Degradation of the Culprit. 

‘The speci! tribunal convened for the 
trial of the Russian sailors Agoof and 
Diak again assembled at the Russian Con- 
sulate on Tuesday morning to pronounce 
their final judgment against the accused. 
The judgment, which has received the 
Admiral’s sanction, differs but little from 
that rendered by the Court last week, 
and an official translation hes been 
courteously handed to us, as follows:— 

“The sentence passed by the Special 
Court upon Terente Agoef, Ist Class fire- 
man of His Imperial Russian Majesty's 
cruiser Askold, and Jacob Diak, sailor of 
the 2nd class of the same cruiser, by the 
Special Commission appointed by Rear- 
Admiral Reitsonstein and consisting of 
the following momber : 

Commander Teshe, chief officer of the 
Askold,(President), Lieutenants Brovzyn, 
Mandraji, Eximoff, and Sub-Lieutenant 
Ordovaky-Tansieveky; Sub-Lieutenant 
Medvedeff, Secretary; and confirmed by 
the Admiral in the following order : 

I confirm and order the commander of 
the cruiser Askold to fulfil the sentence, 
according to the judgment which was as 
follows : 

“The Court, taking into considerstion 
all tho cirenmstances, decides that the 
Ist-class fireman Terente Ageef has to 
lose all his rights and privileges and to 
be transported for four years with hard 
labour. 

“(And as it is impossible to transport 
him at the presout time to Russia, to be 
imprisoned in the French Municipal gaol 
for the time being. 

“ Diak, of the same cruiser Askold, has 
been brought before the Court only 
through the exceptional circumstances, 
and as it is clearly found by the Court that 
he, the second-class sailor Diak, did not | 
offend but simply disobeyed the orders 
of the Police, and taking into consi 
ation his good conduct and service, | 
and his perfect military service, for which | 
he was decorated with the Fourth Order 
of St, George, I, by virae of the power 
given to me, forgive his fine. 

(Sig.) Rean-Apureat, Rerraznsrery,

PROSECUTION OF

APPLICATION DISMISSED. 

The application of Detective-Inspector 
McDowell for an order permitsing the 
institution of criminal proceedings 
against Herbert Melton Ayres for the 
publication of certain obscene libela un- 
der the provisions of the Law of Libel 
Amendment Act of 1888 came up before 
Sir Hiram Wilkinson, the Chiof Justico, 
in chambers on Taosday. 
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Mr. L. E.P. Jones (Messrs, Dowdall, 
Hanson and MoNeill) appeared on behalf 
of the applicant. 

‘Mr. Jones said his application was for 
an order forthe institution of, oriminal 

roceedings against tho “Bund” for 
tortain obscene’ libels. Counsel quoted 
the section of the Act in which it was 
laid down that when there was a case of 
Jibel in which criminal proceedings were 
wanted against the editor or publisher 
of a paper it was necessary to make an 
application in chambers for such an order 
to be issued. 

‘His Lordship asked Mr. Ayres if he 
had read the affidavits filed with the ap- 


plication. 

Mr. Ayres replied that he had, and 
took exception to one of the statements 
in tho affidavit of Detective-Sergeant 
Burnside, which was to the 
(Mr. Ayres) was a British subject, 
attended his Lordship out of courtesy, 
‘but he denied the jurisdiction of the 
Court. 

His Lordship asked defendant what 
his natioaality was. 

Defendant replied that, without wish- 
ing to be discourteous to the Court, he 
did not think it was incumbent upon him 
to state it. 

His Lordship said that defendant 
would to state his nationality or the 
application would proceed. 

‘Defendant handed in an honourable 
discharge from the American army, 
in which he had enlisted in the Spanish- 
American War of 1898. 

His Lordship after reading this said 
that he was satistied that defendant was 
an Ameri citizen and therefore outside 
the jurisdiction of the Court. . 

Mr. Jones asked that his Lordship 
should send a messenger over to the 
Amorican Consulate to find out if Mr. 
Davidson acknowledged defendant as an 
American citizen. 

‘The Chief Justice said he did not 
s00 his way to do so. Counsel could make 
enquiries at the American Consulate 
himself. His Lordship was satisfied that 
defendant was not within the jurisdiction 
of the Court,

‘M. Manwaring, fireman on the 8. 8. 
Planet Neptune, was charged with’ as- 
saulting- Thomas Murray, the chief on- 
gineer of the vessel, on the 14th of 
January. 

‘Accused denied the truth of the 
charge. 

‘Thomas Murray, chief engineer of the 
ss, Planet Neptune, stated that sccused 
was a fireman on the vessel. On Satur- 
day morning witness was called into tho 
Captain's cabin to sign the log book. 
Manwaring and several others wore 
granted liberty from 10am. on Friday 
until 2 p.m, the same They wore 
told that if they didn’t’ resume work at 
2 p.m, substitutes would bo put in their 
place and they would each be fined $2 
for warrant for arrest, ‘The other’ five 
mem resumed work at 2 p.m. Manwaring 
returned at 7.45 am. next day without 
hat or boots. About 9 a.m. the Captain 
called witness and accused into the 
cabin and read tho entry in the log 
book. Accused said he was fit to 














start work and witness not think 
ho was. Witness could not say 
whether accused was drank or 


sober. The Captain read tho charge 
in tho log. A Chinese bootmaker came 
into the cabin with a bill for acoused, 
which the latter disputed. He attempted 
to assault the Chinaman but the captain 
stopped him. Accused thereupon turned 
round and struck witness on the jaw. 
‘The Captain and third mate got hold of 
accused, and he was put in irons. Wit- 
noss had had considerable trouble with 
accused on the voyage and had had to 
take him before tho Captain and log him 
for refusing duty. Witness could not 


say when his ship would leave. 

‘By sccused—Lt wee not truo that wit- 
ness was drank when the vessel was 
coming over the bar and thrt he wanted 
to fight a fireman. 

John Douglas Murray, master of the 
's.s. Planet Neptune, corroborated the last 
witness's story. He could soe no reason 
whatever for accused striking the obief 
engineer. 

Accused said he came ashore to see the 
Consul in order to complain about the 
bad food and a broken porthole which 
in rough weather let in water and forced 
them to sleep in wet clothes. He was 
not allowed to see the Consul and the 
Consul’s clerk told him and his com- 
panions that they hud no complaint and 
that they had better go back to their ship, 

His Worship said that was not true. 

Witness, continuing, said that he went 
slong to see accused, who aj to 
have been lying in the streets all night. 
When the men went ashore they said 
they wanted to complain to the Consul 
about the chief engineer turning tham 
toat Gam. Since the ship’s arrival at 
Shanghai the- firemen had been drank 
nearly the whole time. The first night 
|they were in-port witness hed to:go into 
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the foc'sle, wherean Austrian was threaton- 
ing the others with a razor. The 
were then, three or four lots of firemen 
fighting. "Accused seemed to be the 
ringleader, as since he had been locked 
up the firemen had not given any trouble.

IMPERIAL RUSSIAN 
COURT. 


Shanghai, 13th January. 
Bofore Commander Tesuz (President) 
and Lieutenants Bovayx, Man- 
peast, and Exiorr and Sub-Liout.

This was tho special tribunal convened 
by orders of the Russian Government for 
the trial of the sailors Ageef aud Diak of 
the Russian cruiser Askold. Agoef was 
charged with feloniously and unlawfully 
wounding a Chinese at 4.10 p.m. on tl 
15th December ani thereby causing his 
death. Diak was charged with assaulting 
and beating Indian P.C. 93 whilst in the 
execution of his duty a the me time 
and place. 

The Rossian officials had done every- 
thing possible to inake the Court roomy 
and comfortable. The Consul-General’s 
office, which had beon divided from the 
large ante-room by a glass partition, was 
now used as the Court room and the par- 
tition was removed. The ante-room was 
filled with benches, and during the morn- 
ing was crowded with interested specta- 
tors, both native and foreign. The space 
reserved for tho Court was fitted up 

ith baize covered tables. The members 
of the Court sat ata table at the head 
of the room, with the Court secretary on 
their left, and Inspector Matheson and 
the interpreter on their right. The Pros 
were accormodated in two recesses on t] 
Court’s left. A few minutes after ten 
the naval officers composing the tribunal 
entered, resplendent in gold lace epau- 
lettes and smart uniforms. They were 
followed by s Russian priest in black 
robes and hat, with a big crucifix hang- 
ing from a chain round his neck. All 
rose to their feet as the president, before 
taking his seat, declared the Court to be 
open. 

‘At a word of command from the prosi-| 
dent the naval Master of Arms retired 
and returned with five sailors, who were 
ranged in a row agsinst the wall on the. 
right, the two accused in the middle. The, 
other sailors were there apparently for 
the double purposo of forming’ a 
and also so that tho wituess could ‘be 
tested as to whether they could identify 
the two men. The priest eat at the 
back of the Judges. 

The president opened the proceedings 
by reading a long document, apparently 
the indictment, in Russian. The witnesses 
were then called in one by one to con- 
firm their evidence. There was a single 
electric Ixmp just over the spot where 
they had to stand, and this, in conjunction. 
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was not retained as interprecer. 

‘The first witness called was Doctor E. 
L. Marsh. Having been sworn he stated 
that he had nothing to add to what he 
had said before. 

‘Dr. Marsh’s evidence was then read 
over in Russian. It was to the effect that 
ho saw the deceased at 5.30 p.m. on the 
15th ult. at the Shantung Road Hospital, 
‘There wasa wound at the back of the 
head behind the temple bone going to- 
wards the occiput and posterior auricular 
region ; the wound commenced in inch 
above the cartilage of the ear, the wound. 
was slightly round with somewhat irre- 
gular edges ; it extended slightly forward, 
downwards, and inwards. He found 
pieces of bone deep in the wound ; he 
thought the wound had been inflicted by 
similar instrument to the adze produced. 
Ho thought it quito possible that had the 
deceased been attended at once, the frag- 
ments of bone extracted, the man tropan- 
ned, and the hemorrhage stopped, that 
he might havo recovered. Death was 
caused partly from the stunning blow, 
‘and partly from the loss of blood. When 

1d he was properly ban- 
daged, and plagging of the wound had 
beon done, the hemorrhage had coasod, 
but tho fragments of bone had not been 
removed. Ho immediately had the man 
removed to the operating room, where the 
fragments wore abstracted in order to 
relieve tho tonsion on the brain, but he 
could see it was useless to tropan, as the 
deceased was practically “in extremis.” 

Mrs.Rasmusson was called next. Sho 
confirmed her evidence given at the pre- 
liminary hearing. She could not identify 
the men, 

Mary Frances Rasmussen, sworn, 
‘said that at 4.15 p.m. on the 15th instant 
she came down the Nanking Road in a 
ricsha to the Nanking Road jetty. 
Sho got out opposite the jetty and at 
the same moment two Russian sailors 
camo up in richas from tho direction of 
the Garden Bridge and pulled up quite 
close to jhor, getting out at tho same 

One was so drunk that he nearly 
fell as h iting out of thé ricsha, 
shorter one of the two— 
helped him to steady himself. ‘The two 
riosha coolies followed them down the 
path, one of them holdfng out his hand, 
apparently asking for money. The 
sailors walked along a few paces, the 
ricalia coolies in the meantime tugging at 
their costs. The taller sailor turned 
round and made as though to strike 
one of tho coolies, but the latter 
dodged back. Then ‘the coolies began 
tugging at the sailors’ coats again, and” 
this time the shorter man turned round 
and struck at the coolies in the same 
way. Then the taller sailor went a 
paces ahead, one coolie following him. 
‘The shorter sailor stayed back to argue 
with the other coolie. ‘Tho taller sailor 
saddenly turned round, saw an adzo 
leaning against the rail, and picked 
it up. He gave ita double swing roqud 
his head, and in the swing the back of 
the blade struck the head of a Chinese 
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who was walking down the path towards 
the jetty. The injured Chinese seemed 
to straighten himself, and then feli down 
unconscious. The taller sailor walked on 
to the jetty and the shorter one followed 
him some paces behind. A Chinese 
policemsn blew his whistle and some 
Sikhs came up. Witness went to the 
help of the injured man, and whon sho

Witness did no see whether the 
sailors paid the coolies ; the latter, how- 
ever, Worried the sai id made them 
angry.

Mr. Silki nee. 
‘The evidence of H. M. Silkiss, pro- 
pristor of the Tivoli Restaurant, Boone 

ad, was to the effect that at about half 
past three on the afternoon of the 15th 
or 16th December two Russian sailors— 
‘one tall and dark, tie other short and 
fair—came to the restaurant. He had 
seen the shorter one before, but did not 
know his name. The taller one he had 
never seen before. They were both 
intoxicated, and the tall one was so 
drunk that he could hardly get through 
the door. They had not been in tl 
restaurant before that day. They asked 
for half a bottle of cognac, but witness 
would not supply them. Knowing that 
they had to be back on their ship by the 
4.15 p.m. launch, he thought it best to let 
them sit down a little to sober up, and 
he persuaded them to drink three bottles 
of soda wi The picket from the 
Askold, consisting of a non-commissioned 
officer and four other mon was outside 
the door and came to enquire about the 
men, They wore going to take the tall 
man in charge, but he seemed inclined 
to make trouble, so witness explained 
that the man would listen to him and he 
thought he would improve if he was 
allowed to sit down and drink some soda- 
water. The tall sailor once got up to go 
out, but witness persuaded him to sit 
down again and have some soda. About 
four o'clock witness secured two ricshas 
with French licenses, put the sailors in 
and told them which direction to take to 
reach the French Concession jetty. He 
also told them to ‘give the coolies ten 
cents each. Witness watched them turn 
the corner into the Broadway aad saw 
that they turned in tho right direction. 
‘The patrol was outside the door at the 
time and saw what happened. 

By Inspector Matheson—He could not 
remember whether this oocurred on the 
6th or the 16th Decomber. He knew 
it was on the last day that the Russian 
sailors were allowed ashore. 

Five (Russian sailors in ch: of an 
oficer then came. forward. ‘They wore 
followed by the priest, who had retired 
to array himself in a’ magnificent silver 
stole. He repeated an oath which officer 
‘and men ssid after him, and they then 
kissed a page of a gorgeously bound Bible, 
and after crossing themselves also kis 
asilver cross. The sailors retired, but 
the officer was examined by the Court 
before bie was allowed to do so. 

‘Alexander Jernischeff, surgeon of the 
Askold, repeated his evidence, which was 
to the effect that he had examined 
deceased’s body. He found a wound 
over and behind the left ‘ear, the < 
the skull not quite c ing wi 
the fash wound’ ‘Tho outs the fh was 
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longer than that in the skoll, and in ontor 
to reach the wound part of the skin had to 
be removed. After the surgical opera- 
tion the Chinese assistant -introduced an 
instrament into the wound quite easily, 
and he would not have been able to do! 
so had it not been enl: Witness 
could not give a proper idea of the depth 
of the wound, as it had been tampered | 
with in the operating room. It was 
evidently inflicted by a sliding move- 
ment of the adze and not a direct blow, | 
‘as was shown by the nature of the flesh 
wound. Witness did not notice any 
fragments of bone in the wound, and as 
he had not seen the man alive could not 
state|the exact cause of death. The 
wound was evidently made with the blunt 
end of the adze and the Chinese assistant 
in his presence introduced the hammer 
head into the wound right up to the 
hilt. Tile weight of the adze was partly 
responsible for the wound, but there must 
have been a great dex! of force behind it. 
Sergeant Roche confirmed his evidence, 
and in reply to the Court said that when 
the adze was brought to the station the 
whole of the blunt end was covered with 
blood. Ho noted the affair jin his book 
at the time, Sikh constable 93 said that 
one of the sailors had assaulted him. 
Witness thought Russian officer in plain 
clothes came into the stetion some tii 


evidence Sergeant Roche stated 
that ho was on duty in the charge room 
of the Central Police station when the 
sailors were brought in. A foreign con- 
stable told him that one of the sailors had 
inflicted a large wound in a Chinaman's 
head with the adze which was brought to 
the station. The adze had blood on it. 
Both sailors appeared to be under the 
inflaence of drink, and he placed them 
in the cells. The adze produced was the 
one given him in the charge room. 

P.C, Victor Jones confirmed his evid- 
ence, and in reply to the president, stated 
that be did not see the blow. He was 
walking towards the spot when the 
accident occurred. He held « pad to 
deceased’s wound for some time. He did 
not make any enquiries whi was 
there and could not recognise the sailors, 
as he had not taken much notice of them. 

His evidence was that he was on duty 
on the Bund at about 4.10 p.m. when he 
met some Sikh policomen bringing two 
Russians towards the police station. 
They told witness there had been some 
trouble on Nanking Road jetty. Witness 
went down to the jetty, where he saw a 
Jarge crowd and a Chinaman lying on the 
ground. He was wounded on the head 
behind the left ear. A civilian was try 
ing to stop the bleeding. Witness held 
pad to the man’s head, while waiting 
for the ambulance which had been sent 
for. 

By the Court—When witness met the 
sailors they were not resisting, but were 
shouting out. 

A.C. A. MoGregor confirmed his evid- 
ence, in which he said that he was on 
duty in the Central Station charge room 
on the afternoon in question. About 4.5 
p.m. he was called to the telephone, and a 
message from the Central Hotel stated 
that there had been trouble between 
coolies and some Russian sailors and that 
‘one of the coolies was wounded by an 
adze. He immediately sent the police 
coolies with the ambulance along the 
Foochow Road and proceeded to the spot 
himself. When he arrived he found a 
large crowd of Chinsse and foreigners. 
‘He found the Chinese man lying on the 







































the hospital ia Shantung Road. He» did 
not see the sailors on the jetty, as he w s 
occupied with the wounded man, and they 
had already left... The Chinese was uncon- 
scious. Witness saw the adze in posses- 
sion of a constable. The tall sailor was 
under the influence of liquor. Witness 
saw him at the stetion. He was not 
sufficiently drunk to be unconscious. 
The dead Chinaman was not a coolie, 
Witness caught sight of the accused for 
& moment or two on the way to the 
station, Tho shorter sailor was led by 
three policemen. 

‘Three native constables were called and 
the evidence given by them at the pre- 
iminary inquiry read over in Russian. 
itnesses declared that what they said 
atthefiretinguiry was true.

‘Tsing Say-yoong’s evidence was that 
he was working on the jetty, with two 
other men, and suddenly missed his 
adze, He had not till then noticed the 
sailors. When witness looked up a man 
was lying on the ground wounded. A 
lot of people arrived and witness looked 
after his other tools. Witness did not 
hoar the man groan. Ho saw him after- 
wards at the Shantung Road hospital 
and, saw a wound behind his right ear. 
Witness identified the adze produced as 
his; there was blood mark on the blunt 











Ka Ching-say, another carpenter, said 
ho saw Agoof take up the adze, swing it 
in his hand, and wound’ the Chinaman 
with it. The other sailor then snatched 
the adzo from Ageef and threw it into 
the water. A crowd arrived and witness 
wont on with his work. 

YuTzo-dong, the remaining carpenter, 
said ho saw the sailors before the blow 
was struck, The man injured came up 
the jotty towards the Bund and met the 
sailors, Ho was behind Ageef when he 
was otruck. 


Tho first carpenter, recalled, also said 
tho Chinaman was coming up’ from the 
jetty to the Bund 


Indian constavle No. 93 said he was 
by the police 
to arrest the amall- 
er prisor resisting, Diak 
assaulted witness, but whether inton- 
tionally or not witness could not say. He 
identified the prisoners. He could not 
say whether they were drank or not. 
Witness had taken Diak by the scruff of 
the neck, and it was then that he was 
struck. It was a rather severe blow. 
Indian Sergeant No. 128 said he as 
ved in arresting the shorter prisot 
whom he now’ ide: The man 
resisted and struck the last. witness, but 
witness could not say if it were an inten- 
tional blow. The man was simply trying 
to escape. 

Almost precisely similar evidence was 
given by Indian constable No. 149. 

The four members of tho picket sent 
on shore on the day of the affsir from 
the Askold confirmed the evidence which 
they had already given in Russian. 
went to show that the prisoners had been 
seen earlier in the day the worse for 
liquor, and refused more drink at licensed 
houses. 

This concluded the evidence and the 
charge was thon read to the prisoners, 
who each replied in very few words. 


JUDGMENT, 


‘The Court retired to consider their 
decision and were absont for very nearly 
two hours. On their return the prisoners 
were brought in as before and the 
Prosident, all present standing, read a 
written Judgment in Russian. It covered 
more than four sides of foolscap paper 
closely written, and contained a summary 
of tho case and the decision arrived at. 
Tt was, however, explained, through the 
interpreter, that this was only a “short 
judgment,” and that judgment proper, 
presumably after ratification by the

On Tuesday, for the benefit of the police 
and others present, the jndgment was read 
over again by the President, and roughly 
translated by the Court’ Interpreter, 
somewhat as follows :-— 

This is atrial by a special court ap- 
pointed by Admiral Reitzenstein in 
accordance with direct instructions from 
the Imperial Russian Government.

anoise, :A preliminary enguiry has sl- 
ready been held and at this evidence was 
given and questions put to the accused 
themselves. 

‘Tho Court finds that on the 16th of 
December, a certain part of the 
complement of the Askold were late on 
shore, and among them were the sailors 
‘and Ageef. They loft the Restaur- 
ant Pichon, the first, Ageef, being 
drank, and Diak not so drunk. TI!

the Bund, Ageef, before 
reaching the French concession, stopped 
near Nanking Road, and went in the 


rection of the jetty. Diak followed 
im. When the ricahas stopped there was 
‘some misunderstanding betweon thesailors 
and the rieshamen, who had been demand- 
ing thoir fares from the sailors. Ageof 
topped and turned and the ricshaman 
tried to run away. ‘Tho sailors had then 
reached a pile of planks on the jetty, 
where somo Chineso carpenters were on- 
gaged at work. Taking up an adze which 
was lying close by, Ageet had the intention 
of souding away the ricshamen, but 
in dojng 80 he made a quick move- 
ment from left to right with the wea- 
pou. The ricshamen saw the movement 
and went away. At thxt moment there 
was passing by a complete stranger, a 
Chinaman, who was hurt accidentally by 
Ageef with tho adze. The Chinaman 
having moved into the direction of the 
sailors, was struck behind the ear by the 
reverse end of the weapon. The medical 
assistance given to the Chinaman at the 
Shentung Road Hospital was not 
sufficient to save his life. From 
the evidence given by the doctors it 
appeared that death was the result of 
the wound, of loss of blood, and of shock 
as the result of the blow. Without mak- 
ing any comment on what he had done, 
Ageef proceeded in the direction of the 
jotty, where he was arrested by the police, 
taken to the central station, and locked up. 
Diak at first was behind Ageef, but after- 
wards went in front of him, also without 
taking any notice of what had occurred. | 
Diak was also arrested hy the police, for 
the reason that he was very close to the 
placo at the time of the accident. On being 
arrested Diak dicobeyed the orders of the 
police and held by his hands to the rails 
of the jetty, and tried to escape. He was 
eventually ‘taken to the same police 
station as the first prisoner,

The Court finds Ageof guilty; that 
on, the 16th of December, under the 
circumstances stated, le took up an 
adze and made a movement with it; that 
he ought to have foreseen that by such 
@ movement, which was iu itself unlawful, 
he might put one or several people in 
danger ; that the movement was so strong 
that without any intention he touched 
with the end of the weapon a passing 
Chinaman, who was quite mnocent of any 
connection with the dispute; the 
blow caused a wound, which was 
followed by the man’s death.

Alleged Cannibalism at Pootung. 


In the cnse in which Sung Kung-foh 
is charged with being concerned with 


others in unlawfully and maliciously killing 
between the 27th September and the Ist 
October, 1904, a man named Sung Ab- 


miau, whom the said Sung Kung-foh did 
by fulse representation entice from his 
house at Pootung on the 27th Septem. 
ber, 1904, with the fixed intention of 
killing him, the Court acquitted the 
ne charge without hear- 
ing any further evidence for the defence. 
After some argument between Ins; 
tor McDowell and Counsel for the de- 
fenco—Mossrs. Musso and Ellis—as 
to whether the other charges against 
Sung Kung-foh and Ling Ching-cheo 
should first be heard, or the chargo of 
bribery against Wong Yu-ding, the Court 

















decided to deal with the Intter charge 
first, particularly as Mr. Musso, who 


appears for the defence, leaves for Home 
by the German mail. 


Alleged Bribing of a Detective. 

Wong Yu-ding, a clerk employed at 
H. M. Consulate, was charged with un- 
lawfully and corenptly giving a bribe to 
native detective Lee Sing-foh on the 28th 
of December, in order to induce him to 
refrain from giving evidence in connee- 
tion with the charge against one of the 
prisouers arrested as being an accomplice 
of the notorious criminal Vah Kah-der. 

The prosecution was in the hands of 
Detective-Inspector McDowell. Messrs. 
G. D. Musso and F. Ellis were retained 
for the defence. 

Lee Sing-foh, native detective, said : I 
went to Tungehou on the 30th of October 
with Inspector McDowell and other mem- 
bers of the Police for the purpose of cap- 
toring Vash Kah-der. The boat of 
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‘Vah Keh-der was seized, but Vah Kab- 
der escaped. Some documents and 
books were found on the boat. Four 
boxtmen were arrested, two of whom 
have since been convicted and two: 
released. That book (produced) was 
among the documents seized, and when 
it was examined on our return to 
Shanghai ‘several names were found, 
including that of Sung Kung-foh, op- 
posite whose name appeared a sum of 
$2,000. I was instructed, and also the 
other detectives, to endeavour to arrest 
associates of Vab Kah-der mentioned 
in that book, On the 23rd of December, 
with the assistance of the Chines polic 
L arrested Sung Kung-foh. I reported the 
matter to Inspector McDowell and 
obtained a warrant at tho Mixed Court. 
‘While the warrant was being made out, 
the prisoner Wong Yu-ding came into 
the office. ‘This was about 1.30 p.m. 
on the 23rd of December. Wong called 
me out and asked me about Sung Kung- 
foh and on whose instructions Sung had 
beon arrested. Wong told me that 
Sung Kung-foh was in his employ. I 
told him that Sung Kuog-foh was Vah 
Kah-der’s accomplice and he then show- 











ed me a card. That is the card 
(produced.) He asked me if tho 
warrant could be cancellel. I said 


that could not be done, as the warrant 
was taken out on the order of the Cap- 
tain-Superintendent. Then he asked me 
ist Sung<Kung-foh. After that he 
remained in the room about ten minutes. 
Then we left the} room together. He 
had a carriage waiting outside and asked 
e to get in with him. I refused to go 
with him and sopatated. Sergoxnt Dee 
and I took Sung Kung-foh to the Central 
Station. On the 24th of December I came 
to the Mixed Court and I saw Wong Yu- 
ding there. He asked if Sung Kung-foh’s 

to come on that day. I said 
‘Then ho asked me to help Sung, 
as he was in his employ. [ told him 
that it was the Cuptain-Superintendent’s 
business and not mine. On the morning 
of the 26th of December, I arrosted Ling 
Ching-chee at Nantao, leaving him in the 
custody of the Chinese police there. I 
reported the matter to Inspector Mc- 
Dowell. I was given « warrant and went 
with Sergeant Dee to bring Ling Ching- 
cheo to tho Central Station. He was 





























Tooked up at the Station about 6 p.m. 
‘Thon I wont to a toa-shop in Canton 
ed 


Road and was told that a man 
‘Wong had been looking for me. He 
described as a man with no queue—li 
Portuguose. Next morning (27tb) Ling 
Ching-cheo was brought to the Mixed 
Court at 9.30. I again saw Wong Yu- 
ding at the Court. Hoe asked me if I 
had arrested Ling Ching-chee, and when 
I said that I bad, he told me that 
Ling was also in his employ. I said Ling 
‘and Sung were nssociates of Vah Kab- 
der, and that Ling was in Court that 
morning. Wong asked mo help him und 
intimated that he had already arranged 
the matter with the Assessor. 1 told 
him I conld not interfere. Then he 
asked me to let the mien have chance 
of being released, and not to say any- 
thing in Court about them being con- 
nected with Vah Kah-der.

Then 1 went to @ tea-shop in 
Hupeh Road, and when I was being 
shaved there,,Wong came in. He asked 
me if it was true that I had found two 
complainants. I said Sung Ah-miau’s wife 
and father-in-law-,had come to me of 
their own accord. “Wong pointed to the 
woman and asked-if she jwas the com- 
inant. I said I did not know. Wong 
said he knew sho was and-that her hus- 
band had been killod by Veh Kah-der, and 
that Sang Kung-foh had been prosecuted 
by the man in the native city. Wong again 
‘asked me to help him, but I said I must 
take the complainants to the Station. 
Wong asked me to wait for him and then 
he went out. At 145 p.m. he came back 
and in the presence of several witnesses 
nded me two Tolls of dollars. Ho said 
if I would not take the complainants to 
the Station the money would be mine. 
At first Irefused to take it, He said he 
would get Sung Kung-foh’s wife to give 
the complainants some money. Ho wont 
away, leaving the money on the table. 
L told the complainants that the money 
was intended for their case. Several 
people were present at the time. I'told 
Wong to take away the money, but he 
said he would come back at 4.30 p.m. to 
sottle with the complainants.

I re- 
signed because I bad other business. 
What that business was is my own pri- 
vate affair.

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REFORM IN CANTON. 


20th January. 

In England during the middle of 
last century, the influence which 
dominated current politics, did not 
emanate from the government of the 
metropolis, but from the business 
men of the provinces, whose leaders, 
known as the “Mancheater School,” 
were far-seeing. and resolute men. 
In the same way it is unwise to 
assume that the forces which, in the 
fature, will force the Chinese into 
potivity, will necessarily emanate 
from Peking, In fact, history will 
warrant us in expecting quite the 
contrary. Ib may be assumed that, 
whatever uew life begins to ger- 
minate among the Chinese, will first 
take root among the. young men of 
the big seaport towns, for the in- 
habitants of these are brought more 
closely into contact with new ideas, 
@ more opportunities for 
aoquil new knowledge than those 
who reside in the interior of China, 












Therefore, all movements on the 
surface, in great cities like Shanghai, 
Hankow, and Canton, as well as in 
Peking, are things of universal in- 
terest, and should become pul 
property. Now that Chinese news- 
papers have become vehicles for 
conveying words, ideas, and aspira: 
tions from one town to another, 
however imperfectly, it may be 
inferred that what Canton has decided 
to do this month, the merchants 
residing in the other great maritime 
and riverine towns will be discussing 
next. 

‘A very remarkable move has 
recently been made, in Canton, 
‘Phe reault of the movement. may be 
very far-reaching, and, if this peace- 
reform, contemplated, oan be 








initial and pushed forward, it 
will effect little less than a revolu- 
tion, The. first step was to 


create a Chamber of Commerce, 
after the model probably of that 
which watches over the interests of 
British commerce in Hongkong.

t good to those who advocate it, 
for at this stage it is surely self- 
evident that Chinese and foreigners 
should work together, by which means 
each will be benefited. Such then in 
its broad outlines appears to be the 
first object which the merchants in 
Canton have in view. 

When we come to details we dis- 
cover that those who have organised 
this Board are wise and thoughtful 
‘men, who understand the conditions 
‘and limitations of the present condi- 
tions of things in China. 

They see clearly enough that the 
greatest barrier to progress is the 
colossal ignorance of all classes, This 
ignorance therefore must be gray 
pled with and dissipated. Why do 
not business people here lay down 
efficient machinery, build lofty chim- 
neys? Why do they not erect power- 
fal saw mills? Why do they not 
open mines? Mainly becanse of the 
belief in Fungshui, Therefore this 
all-blighting superstition must 
attacked and undermined. Why is 
it that, in China, as in other coun- 
tries, women do not work in factories 
with men, and so become producers ? 
Because, up to the present, owing to 
the disgracefal innuendoes and filthy 
language in oxmmon use, no self- 

ing woman would dare to at- 

tempt it. This disgusting hal 
must therefore be stopped. Why is 
it that Chinese artisans continue to 
make the same fabrics and use the 
same utensils as their fathers before 
them without change or improve- 
ment? Because they have uo pro- 
per means of studying and imitating 
the products of other countries. It

A saatous amok took place at Lahat 
Datu on the afternoon of the 6th ult, 
when four persons were killed outright 
and twenty-one others seriously wounded, 
four of whom have since died. From 
the ciroumstances attending the affair it 
was evidently premeditated. It appears 
that Palla, the headman of a Sulu village 
at the ond of Saccar Ipland, came over to 
Lahat Datu with some eighteen men in 
three boats for the purpose of attending 
a Court caso referring to a runaway slave 
of Palla’s who had taken refuge at 
gang in Datoh Agasi’s house. The boats 
wore drawn up behind the i 
China's house and Palla went up to th 
Court, attended by five men. In the 
course of the case before Mr. Lovegrove, 
magistrate and at the time officer in 
charge, it transpried that Palla had 
previously gone armed to Lingang 
in quest of bis slave. Mr. Lovegrove 
then asked if the arms of the 
present party had been deposited at 

. the Customs, and sent down a corporal 
and the clerk to make enquiries. This 
appears to have brought matters to 
head, for seven or eight men who were 
wearing their barongs, at once drew these 
and started amoking, the Captain China’s 
wife being the first victim. They then 
wont through the town attacking every- 
one, especially Ohinese. The Indian 
constable Meer Jaman on duty at the 
shops, a Chinaman, and a Chinese girl 
wore killed and twenty one others, all 

Chinese, severely wounded. The noise 

of the disturbance brought down the 

police, but before the latter could obtain 
sufficient arms to get the upper hand the 
amokers had escaped to the mangrove 
jungle lying to the east of the town, 
where all attempts to capture them were 
futile. A Kling shop-keeper managed to 
fire two shots with a revolver, hitting one 
ofthe miscreants, which apparently caused 
them todecamp. Four of the party were 
captured : the rest are believed to have 
got away to Tunku River in two boats.

Reforming the Navy. 

Whatever sins of omission and com- 
mission our present Goverament may be 
guilty of they have certainly devoted 
themsélves with energy to the reform of 
navy and army administration. It is true 
that Mr. ick’s echeme of army 
had hardly been undertaken before it was 
condemned in principle and superseded ; 
and.Mr. Arnold-Forster’s latest plan of 
army. reform had met with oo much op- 
position that it may be practically regarded 
asdead. But with the navy the Govern- 
ment have been much more successful. 
‘Two years ago Lord Selborne issued s 
‘memorandum is impor 
changes as regards the personnel of the 
navy, changes which modified the old rigid 
system of promotion by seniority »lon 
and rendered it possible for a capabl 
officer to attain flag rank before senility 
was creeping upon him. Now he .has 
issued another memorandum making con- 
siderable alterations in regard to the 
distribution and mobilisation of the fleets. 
‘The salient features of the scheme xre 
that ships which are useless for fizhtin 
purposes are to be withdrawn, an 
that the battleships are to be, to a far 
eater extent, concentrated in home

A Choras of Approval, 

The memorandum has been received 
with approval in almost all quarters, for 
it combines an undoubted increase in 
efficiency with a probably considerable 
decrease in expeolitare. The present 
system CH spendi many thousands a 
year on the repair and upkeep of vessels 
Which nobody dreams of Making into ac- 
count when reckoning our strength at sea 
ls too obviously absurd to find a single 
defender ; and the concentration in Home 
waters is generally acknowledged to be 
necessary in the changed conditions of the 
world, That we must have a China 
squadron everybody of course admits;

‘The resolutions du not 
unfairly hundie the neweomer as long as 
he docs not trespass upon the rights of 
others, There way probably be some difli- 
culty about the division of unregistered 
marks in which proprietary rights wre 
claimed, and what aro known as open 
chops, but th: re are difticulties in every plan 
which can besuggested.

‘istration of trade-marks, 
and not to proceed to the registration of 
apy marks until a complete agreement 
on the subject shall have been arrived at 
with the Powers, this Association cou- 
siders it of vital importance that no time 
be lost in laying before His Majesty's 
Government a statement of the points, 
which, in its opinion, should not be lost 
ht of when the Powers come to discuss 
with the Waiwupu the revision of the trad 
mark regulations, as they at present stand. 

It being moreover desirable, that any 
representations of this kind carry with 
them such additional support ns it may * 
be possible to obtain from other inflnontial 
bodies interested in the China trade, it is 
heroby resolved: that the Committoo be 
directed to place itsolf in communication 
with the Chambers of Commerce of the 
leading contros in Great Britain, which 
manufacture for, or export to, China, and 
to solicit, through the London branch of 
the Association, their co-operation in this 
matter, so that, should the proposals, 
about to be submitted, be endorsed by 
them, one can then approach the Foreign 
Office with a colléctive request that His 
Majesty's Minister be instracted to take 
action in tl @ therein indicated. 

It would also not be out of place for 
the Committee previously to consult with 
other kindred bodies in China. 

IL—As the extraterritorial status of 
foreigners in China reudors it matter of * 
difficulty to draw up uniform regul 
for registering marks owned by: I. Chinese 
or non-Chinese subjects, out of C!

If you have a mark 
which is not registered in Great Britain,

‘The Proposed French Steamboat 

‘Company in Chekiang Province. 

As may be recalled by our readers a 
Fiench Company have been anxiously 
trying to get the permission of the high 
provincial authorities of Chékiang to run 
s steamboat line between Shanghai, 
Hangehow and Shaobsing, which for 
certain local and also patriotic reasous 
HLE. Governor Nieh, of Hangchow, has 
consistently vetoed so far, especially in 
view of tho fact that the terms of the 
recent commercial treaties made by China 
with the Foreign Powers have not yet 
been put into force. Once thisis done the 
navigation of inlaod waters by foreign- 
‘owned vessels becomes, of course, allow- 








of the French steamboat 
owners ‘may possibly force them to at- 
tempt to run their boats to Hangchow 
and Shaohsing without waiting for logali- 
ties and the pormission of the Chékiang 
provincial anthoritios, his Excellency has 
telographed Yuan Taotai of this port to 
ask the Commissioner of Customs here to 
prevent any such contretemps. 

‘The Bund Tragedy. 

With reference to the recent conference 
between H.E. Shéng Kung-pao and the 
Russian Consul-General, it should be 
stated that his Excellency was specially 
asked by the Waiwapu on Monday to see 
what he could do in the matter to quiet 
the discontent of the Ningpo community. 


Bussians in Kashgaria. 
According to treaty the Russian Consul- 
General at Kashgar is allowed guard of 
fifty Cossacks, but s dispatch recently 
received by the Waiwupu from H. E. 
Song Fan, Viceroy of Shensi, Kansu, and 
Chinese Turkestan, the Governor of the 
latter province, P‘an Hsiao-su, has com- 
plained that the Cossack guard has lately 
‘been increased thirty-fold, in spite of the 
protests of the Tsotai of Kashgar, and 
that there is also now gathering s large 
Russian force on the Kashgar-Ferghana 
(the last-named a Russian province) fron- 
tier, whieh makes no pretence in hiding 
the fact that they intend to cross the 
border to take possession of Kashgar in 
the immediate future. To oppose these 
Russians the Chinese in Kashgar have 
soarcely any troops on hand, and the 
Governor of Chinese Turkestan therefore

Parts of the evi- 
dence to which reference had already been 
made showed that these loans were made 
without the authority of the comp aiore, 
aud if that were 0, it followed that the 
chops wore affixed without authority. It 
might bs usefal, however, to draw atte - 
tion to the evidence as to how these 
promissory notes were obtained by tha 
banks. - 

His Lordship said the impression he

Counsel said that when he asked the 
cashier of the Tung Ta Bank about the 
chop ho rather hedged the questions. 
He said that he only knew the oblong 
chop and did uot know anything about 
the An Cheo chop, ‘The witness Chow 
Joo-yi said that bo never paid any 
attention to the An Chee chop. Th 
question therefore arose wh they 
were justified in not paying any attention 
to the An Chee chop. If, as they con- 
tended, the oblong chop bound the bank, 
what was tho necessity for the An Cheo 
chop atall? Surely any reasonable man 
would have enquired what it meant. 
Counsel further wished to draw his Lord- 
ship’s attention to a series of circum- 
tances which, taken as a whole, would 
show that the plaintiffs wore not justified 

dealing with 
the defendants. The plaintiffs alleged that 
dant bank was wealthy institu- 
tion and that it only borrowed money 
for short peri Ought not the fact 
that these promissory notes were renewed 
s0 many times to have put the banks on 
enquiry as to whether they wore really 
dealing with this wealthy institution 
which only required money for short 
periods ? Counsel found that there had 
beon five renewals with the Tung Ta 
Bank, two with the Hung Yuen Bank, 
three renewals for one sum, two renewals 
for another, and one renewal for a third 
sum with the Tsing Chong Bank, three 
renewals with the Ye Tang-cheang Bank, 
and none with the Vow Cheang Bank. 
Then it must be noticed that from the 
end of the ninth to the end of the 
eleventh moons the native banks were 
always prepared to lend on their own 
showing for a fortnight or more, whereas 
at the end of the eleventh moon the 
renewals wore only for a few da: 
‘That looked suspicious, and they ought 
to have put themselves in communication 
with the compradore. 

Hia Lordship remarked that that would 
make no difference. If there was no 
money they could not be paid. 

Mr. Platt said that the next circum- 
stance was this: the rate of in- 
terest charged. If the defendant bank 
was a wealthy institution, and only 
borrowed money for a short period, the 
interest charged by the native banks 
was very high.

Some items were not worked out, but 
with regard to those worked out the 
fourteen per cent charged to the.Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank did not appear 
excessive. 

Counsel next drew attention to the 
emall account of Tis. 10.65. In the 
evidence it came out that plaintiffs could 
not got payment of ¢ small amount like 
that from this dargo institution. 

His Lordship did not think thor was 
much in that, The compradore might 
have boon very kad, but he did not think 
suspicions would have been aroused by 
the difficulty in getting Tis. 10. 

Counsel submitted that another point 
was tho mode in which these loans wore 
distributed. Plaintiffs took instructions 
from shroffs and coolies verbally. 
It was a matter of doubt whe- 
ther a wealthy institution would con- 
duct its business in this way. This 
soomed to point to a transaction with 
the compradore only. All theso facts 
Pointed to the fact that intiffs 
wore not justified in considering that 
they were dealing with tho defendants 
but only with the compradore. There 
was yet another cirenmstance, and that 
was that it was generally known that 
compradores had businesses of their own 
and did not confine themselves entirely to 
the work of their employers, and it was 
iso known that in such private business 
hey somotimos used their own chop with 
their omployors’ name on it in Chinese. 
In tho Tiontsin judgment it was men- 
tioned that it was known that the com- 
pradoro had business of his own. In 
Togard to the loan to the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank it was found that the 
Promissory note was chopped Way Foong 
Yang Hong Chang Fang. Lin Chwang- 
foo said that tho loans made by his 
bank wore to the Chartered Bank, 
but Mr. Reith stated that there was no 
entry at all im the books of the tran: 
jounsel therefore asked his Lord- 
ship to assume that the whole thing was 
the compradore’s private transaction. 

‘There was yet mnother instance. To 
the evidence of Lin Jon-son, cashier of 
the Ye Tung-cheang hank, tho witness 
stated that he kept an account in his 
bank in the name of Fow Chang Hong. 
book contained entries under this 
name, which was the name of a forei; 
hong. The witness admitted that th 
account was with the compradore’s d 
partment of the hong. ‘The witness also 
showed how the compradore stamped his 
orders. Another instance was Gedd: 
compradore. He spoke of the other bu: 
nesses he conducted besides that of com- 
pradore to Geddes. He ssid he had a 
chop for each business and that he did 
not use Geddes’ chop for his own busi- 
ness. Counsel could only say that it was 
not likely that this witness would say 
that he: had uséd his employéts’ chop for 
another purpose. It might therefore be 
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taken ° that~“compradores were’ known 
ito have private business of their 
own and that they used-ia~theic own 
businenvesa stamp with their nployers?
